Postmaster’s Demand”: 


Higher Salaries 


Canadian country postmaster, 
usually th: gentlest, t:ndliest 
and most unobtrusive of men 
are on the warpath with a de- 
mand for more pay. Like thie, 
brethern in the United States, 
they derive their remuneracon, 
from a commission on the scalp 
of stamps, but the scale of com- 
missions paid in Canada ig much 
below that which operates south 


of the bord:r, 

Under the schedule fixed at - 
Confed:ratjon, Canada post- 
masters were paid 40 per cent, 
of the firs, $800 of their anoual 
stamp sales, 25 per cent on @iis 
1ext89,200, and 15 pe cent on all 
over $10,000. The present com- 
mngssions are 50 per cem on the 
first $1,000, 30 per cent on the 
next $89,000 and 20 per cent on 
all over $10,000, showing en ad 
vance in sixty years of $180 or 
13 per cent on the first 61,000 of 
revenue and $50 or 5 per cent 
on each additional $1,000. Dur- 
ing thp same period the cost ef 
living and wages generally have 
advanced several hundred per 
cent ., and the duties and ne- 
sponsibilites of postmastehe have 
also been multiplied many fold, 

The existing scale w out 
about as follows: 5,000 
thrs receive the present mini- 
mum of 860 annually, pr 80 
cents dcfly; 5,722 postmastere 
receive over 20 cents, but under 
$2 daily. The total number of 
post offices in Canada ig 18.786 
of which 10,722 postmaster 
make an average of 55 cente per 
day or 5 cents per hour. Of the 
balance, oily 1,000 ere 
nceive more than 68 daily, 

The ‘increase which Canadian 
postmasters are asking are mod- 
erate enough, and would fill 
leave their scalk of remuneration 
considerably below that obteining 
in the United States, The grant- 
ing of their request would # ® 
fitting addition to the plane far 
the celebration of Canada’e Dia- 
mond Jubilee.
